ALSO on the Attorney General's list of “subversives” is the 
National Negro Labor Council, the organization which enforced, 
by struggle, the right of Negro workers to jobs in Sears Roebuck 
retail stores, the Key System Railway in California, and placed 
Negro workers in many jobs they were denied. In Detroit, the 
Labor Council obtained a union label from the AFL Typographical 
Union for a Negro printer, the first in the history of the city. 


What is the Labor Council's “subversive” act? Is it because its 
activity showed up the do-nothing attitude of government in the 


matter of enforcing the Negro workers’ job rights? 


Now in addition to the brand of the Attorney General as 
“subversive,” the action of Brownell means that any Negro who 
has ever been a member of a group labelled “subversive” will have 
to prove he is not guilty of subversion before he can get a gov- 
ernment job. :
